Sandy  Gellis  has  been  winking  with  natural  or  industrial  raw  materials  for  nearly 
20  years,  and  the  view  is  implicit  in  all  her  work  that  the  city,  the  suburb  and  the 
countryside  (including  all  various  inhabitants)  must  be  viewed  as  a  single  evolving 
system  within  narure.  Gellis*  work  reveals  bonds  that  may  be  overlooked --between 
the  ciry  and  the  air.  eanh  and  water,  or  between  the  untended  rural  landscape  and 
human  memory  or  projection.  And  she  tests  bonds  as  well,  those  that  could  be 
overlooked --between  language  and  form  making,  or.  by  letting  time  and  weather 
intervene,  between  the  amst  and  the  work  To  explore  Kinds  as  Gellis  does  may 
suggest  the  son  of  incremental  intervention  appropriate  to  the  gradual  redesign  of 
our  failing  habitats 

*  Earth,  Air  and  Water  Studies’  will  present  large-scale  drawings,  photo  studies, 
and  models  for  public  and  pnvafe  projects.  These  will  include  Charting  an 
Unknown  Spring,  a  proposal  for  an  indoor  and  outdoor  work  for  the  New 
Brunswick  New  Jersey  Rehabilitation  Center  for  the  Blind  and  Visually  Impaired, 
Battery  Park  Landfill  Fragments ,  Barer  Walls.  Crawl  Space.  Time  Vault.  Rain 
Channels,  and  Implant  Sew  York  Ciry  Rainfall  19S7,  a  senes  of  brass  plates  that 
record  each  day  of  precipitation  for  that  year  will  be  included,  as  well  as  a  model  for 
W  ind  Garden- an  installation  at  Petrosino  Pari  (adjacent  to  Storefront)  sponsored 
by  the  Lower  Manhattan  Cultural  Council  that  will  occur  simultaneous  to  the 
exhibition.
